be conveniently carried together with the bottle and tilted between the brackets 
for pouring out the contents. If any spilling of the liquid should take place 
such liquid is caught by the tray which thus ensures cleanliness. No water can 
leak out from the cooling space, and the bottle and the receptacle can therefore 
5 be kept perfectly dry and clean. 

The apparatus is made of any suitable material and may be ornamented to 
suit any particular taste. The tray is preferably made large enough to hold a 
few glasses in addition to the receptacle. 

Apart from the facility with which the contents of the bottle may be poured 
10 out there is the additional advantage that the bottle need not be touched during 
the operation. 

The apparatus may also be employed as an insulator for instance by using the 
space & as a vacuum jacket, the air being extracted therefrom after the applica- 
tion to the receptacle of the screw-cap e . 

15 Having now particularly described and ascertained the nature of our eaid 
invention, and m what manner the same is to be performed, we declare that 
what we claim is: — 

In a cooling apparatus of the kind referred to for wine and like bottles, a 
receptacle in which the space between the walls is open at the lower end, and a 
20 enrew-cap for closing the lower end of the receptacle including the space between 
the walls so as to hold ice or a refrigerating substance in said space, substantially 
as set forth.
